THE TILLAGE SCHEME. 


BIG GRAZING FARMS PUT IN 
TILLAGE. 


Further information has reached the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in regard to tillage opera- 
tions in the country. 

Co. Roscommon (South).—Ploughing of lea 
land has been continued, and rich brown 
stretches are showing up amidst the bleachea 
pastures of the big grazing farms, 

Co. Kerry.—-in some parts of this county 
many farmers will this year have 25 or 50 per 
cent. more land under potatoes than usual. 

Co. Londonderry.—Farmers are keenly alive 
to the danger of a shortage of sulphate of cop- 
per for spraying purposes, aud many are now 
placing orders for this commodity with the local 
merchants. 

Co. Wicklow.—A few farmers who have not 
yet compieted the ploughing of their lea lands 
are being helped by neighbours who have already 
done their share. 

Co. Wexford.—On lands recently taken over 
by the Department in the Enniscorthy district, 
and let in conacre for tillage, eight teams have 
been at work ploughing for some days past. 

Co. Cork (North).—One of the most striking 
features of the tillage revival in this district. 
has been the extensive use made of up-to-date 
farming implements where they were hitherto 
almost unknown. 

Co. Mayo (North).—One farmer in this district 
who in previous years usually had about 4 acres 
under tillage, is to do 80 aeres this year. There 
will be a great increase in the ared under 
potatoes. The sprouting of seed potatoes is 
being more commonly resorted to than in pre- 
vious years, 

Co. Cariow.—-Pioughing of grass land is not 
vet completed. The adverse weather of the past 
week has delayed the sowing of corn and pota- 
toes. Over 100 Irish acres extra will be ploughed 
on each of three large farms as the result of 
the compulsory tillage regulation.

If the price of these commodities he com: 
pared, it will be seen that the cost of milk 
production by. barley-meal will be from three 
to four times that of cakes and grains at current 
prices, or else that prime barley must fall to 
one-third iis present price—say, 10s. to lls. per 
barrel, the price of feeding barley before vhe 
war—which would result in the utter ruin of 
almost every tillage farmer in the South-East 
quarter of Ireland. If your correspondents 
would study chemisiry, they would find that 
what ther term “the washed out, fibrous 
matter called brewer's grains” is the waate 
of the barley-grain, indigestible and valueless 
before fermentation, but converted by fermenta- 
tion into a highly digestible food of greater 
milk-producing value than the whole barley: be- 
fore fermentation; for in it the oils and 
albuminoids which produce milk are concen- 
trated, while the chief extracts for maliing are 
from the carbohydrates; whose value for milk 
production is elight. The light, shallow lands 
of the South-Ea@ quarter of Ireland are 
specially suited to the growth of prime malting 
barley, though not for the economical production 
of wheat and oats; andy as the Government are 
limiting the output of the breweries as a war 
measure to provide food for human consump- 
-tion, not that of milch cows, they should 
guarantee-a minimum price for prime barley, as 
they have done for wheat and oats. 

As the offals of barley, without fermentation 
to make them digestible, are of slight feeding 
value, undoubtedly the closing of the breweries 
must have a serious effect on the milk supply, as 
well as on the feeding of cattle and sheep gene- 
rally; while, as dried grains can be substituted 
for oats in the proportion of half and half for 
working horses, a shortage of them, as well as 
of oats, makes the upkeep of farm horses to do 
the extra tillage a matter of serious difficulty 
and additional expense.— Yours, etc.,

This is the secret 
of Christian optimism—an optimism which does 
not réfuse to see or to condemn what is ugly 
or cruel or base, but which is assured that.

Perhaps the old saint of tlie Book of Job saw 
no more than this, when he cried, “ I know that 
my Redeemer liveth.’ Hardly could he see 
more, for he was thinking of recovery froin 
pam, not from sin. But we read into the words 
a deeper meaning, as we hear them on Easter 
Day. For the Cross of Christ is not only the 
supreme illustration of the world’s cruelty and 
injustice; it is the -revelation of sin. The Re- 
surrection of Christ is not only the supreme 
illustration of the victory of truth and _ holi- 
ness; it is the revelation of recovery, of life, of 
power. This is the message we need most: “I 
know that my. Redeemer liveth,’’ and that. 
therefore, I, too, shall see God. The way of 
life may be dark, the hills of difficulty steep. 
But the dawn is breaking behind the hills, and 
if I press on I shall see it. After Matins, there 
was a choral celebration of Holy Communion in 
Christ Church Cathedral.
